Application Form -- Complete application form and attach a photograph.

Letters of Recommendation -- Ask your high school counselor or principal to provide a letter of
recommendation as well as two others, such as a math or science teacher, coach, employer, or
someone who knows you well. HAVE THESE PERSONS SEND THE LETTERS TO YOU IN SEALED
ENVELOPES WITH THEIR SIGNATURES ACROSS THE SEAL.

Transcripts -- Ask your counselor or principal for a copy of your transcript. Make sure the transcript
includes your course listings and grades through the end of your junior year, current G.P.A. and class
rank (if provided by your high school), and SAT/ACT scores. THE OFFICIAL TRANSCRIPT SHOULD
BE RETURNED TO YOU IN A SEALED ENVELOPE WITH A SIGNATURE ACROSS THE SEAL. (*If
your school does not provide transcripts directly to students, have the transcript sent directly to the
Staten Island Office address below with a note reflecting that policy.)

Standardized Test Results -- Many transcripts will include copies of your SAT or ACT scores. If so,
this is sufficient and you need not send in separate score results, unless you have updated scores.
